Claims 4 and 6-43 are allowed. 


2. 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 


Regarding claim 6 5 Bogner discloses an antenna comprising a conductive bottom 
member, a conductive side member, a conductive member arranged in a space surrounded by the 
bottom member and the side member, wherein the conductive member is connected to a signal 
line for transmission and/or reception, and a conductive ceiling member covering all or part of 
the space. Bogner, however, fails to further teach that the conductive member extends its entire 
length normally of the conductive bottom member and the ceiling member. 

Claims 7-9 and 41 are allowed for depending on claim 6. 

Regarding claim 10, Bogner discloses an antenna comprising a conductive bottom 
member, a conductive side member, a conductive member arranged in a space surrounded by the 
bottom member and the side member, wherein the conductive member is connected to a signal 
line for transmission and/or reception, and at least one of the bottom member and the side 
member have openings. Bogner, however, fails to specifically teach that at least one of the 
bottom member and the side member has an opening other than an opening for the signal line. 

Claim 12 is allowed for depending on claim 10. 

Regarding to claim 15, Bogner and Sanford disclose an antenna comprising a conductive 
bottom member, a conductive side member, a conductive member arranged in a space 
surrounded by the bottom member and the side member, wherein the conductive member is 
connected to a signal line for transmission and/or reception, and a dielectric member having a 
permittivity higher than air provided in the space. Neither Bogner nor Sanford, however, further

teach a conductive ceiling member covering a part of the space and covering only a portion of 
the dielectric member. 

Claims 16 and 17 are allowed for depending on claim 15. 

Regarding claim 22, Bogner teaches an arrangement method of antennas, each antenna 
comprising a conductive bottom member, a conductive side member, a conductive member 
arranged in a space surrounded by the bottom member and the side member, wherein the 
conductive member is connected to a signal line for transmission and/or reception, the method 
comprising a step of aligning and arranging plural antennas as cited above in a manner to 
produce a direction fro minimizing directivity of each of the antennas on a horizontal plane. 
Bogner, however, fails to further teach a conductive ceiling member covering all or part of the 
space, and the conductive member extending its entire length normally of the conductive bottom 
member and the ceiling member. 

Reasons for indicating allowable subject matter for claims 4, 11, 13, 14, 18-21, 23-40, 42 
and 43 were provided in the previous Office action.
